Stand-in Cinderella goes to the ball at lights switch-on 


It was a case of a fairy tale 
coming true for one 
Kingston University worker 
after she pulled on the glass 
slipper at the 11th hour to 
play Cinderella at Surbiton’s 
Christmas lights switch on. 

Student vice-president 
Lucy Williams, 23, came to 
the rescue after a miscom- 
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munication meant the Rose 
Theatre’s Midnight Princess 
actress could not come to 
the ball. 

Kingston Council staff 
turned fairy godmother 
when Faye Castelow could 


not make it last Thursday, 
asking Miss Williams to step 
in. 

She was accompanied by 
her very own Prince Charm¬ 
ing, fellow student Michael 
Toy, who she said was not 
keen on dressing up in tights 
but got into the spirit of it. 

She said: “It just proves 


that fairy tales really can 
come true. I have been wait¬ 
ing for this moment since I 
was two.” 

Surbiton Rotary club 
chairman Yogan Yo- 
ganathan, who helped or¬ 
ganised the Christmas 
switch on, said it was disap¬ 
pointing the real Cinderella 


could not attend but 
thanked the pair for step¬ 
ping in. 

He said: “They were so 
good I did not even realise 
they were students. I 
thought they were profes¬ 
sionals.” 

The Rose’s version of Cin¬ 
derella begins on Friday.

Councillors may have to re¬ 
think plans to put a cycle lane 
through Fairfield recreation 
ground, after the proposal 
attracted a 300-signature 
petition. 

Residents living close to the 
Kingston park were outraged 
to be refused permission to 
speak at a meeting of the 
Kingston town neighbourhood 
committee last week, where

the scheme was approved. 

Many homeowners who had 
turned up for the meeting left 
the council chamber in disgust 
after chairman Dennis Doe 
moved to a vote after hearing 
one submission from the pub¬ 
lic gallery. 

Several residents submitted 


council-issued pink slips be¬ 
fore the meeting, requesting 
the right to speak. 

And now those same resi¬ 
dents have called in the plans, 
by submitting a petition signed 
by 321 people. 

It means the decision will be 
reviewed by the council’s 
scrutiny panel, and if the resi¬ 
dents’ objections are deemed 
valid, will be given back to the 


committee to reconsider. 

Jonathan Gibbs, who helped 
orchestrate the petition, said 
residents’ concerns centered 
around safety. 

He said: “Generally, the feel¬ 
ing is it would be more danger¬ 
ous by putting in a cycle lane. 

“There’s a concern that by 
funnelling pedestrians and cy¬ 
clists into the same space you 
invite danger. 

“The rec is very heavily used 
by dog walkers, children and 
families and football teams, 
where people can wander 
around without disturbance. 

“By putting faster right-of- 
way traffic you stop that free 
flow.” 

Another objector, Carol Bil- 
ney, said the petition was the 
result of Kingston Council fail¬ 
ing to listen to all residents’ 
views. 

She said: “We had no difficul¬ 
ty in obtaining just over 300 
signatures. We weren’t saying 
we were for or against it. We 
just wanted to speak about the 
proposals. 

“Most people were con¬ 
cerned about safety, but we’re 
not anti-cycling. Many of the 
people who have signed the pe¬ 
tition are cyclists.” 

Councillor Doe said: “There 
was sufficient information in 
front of the committee to make 
a decision. 

“The gallery clearly were not 
happy and I gave them two 
options. I said in the long run 
they can decide not to vote for 
their councillors who are here 
tonight, and in the short term 
they can call the decision in.”

A fifth of questions unanswered 


Kingston Hospital is 
leaving unanswered one 
in five questions posed 
by the public into the 
care and treatment of 
patients. 

Last year, the hospital 
declined to answer in 
full more than a fifth of 
Freedom of Information 
(Fol) requests including 
on drug and alcohol 
treatment for young peo¬ 
ple, the cost of overseas 
patients at the hospital 
and breaches of patient 
confidentiality. 

Information managers 
at the hospital cited 
exemption 12 to turn 
down 67 requests, with 
just over a third denied 
because the request 
would take too long, or 
cost too much to process. 

The law states public 
bodies can refuse to an¬ 
swer requests if they

take more than 18 
hours, or cost more than 
£450, to complete. 

A spokeswoman for 
Kingston Hospital said: 
“The volume of Fol re¬ 
quests received has risen 
by over 550 per cent over 
the past seven years. 

“Exemption 12 does 
not relate to the difficul¬ 
ty of the question, 
but rather to the intensi¬ 
ty of the resources in¬ 
volved in providing 


the response and the 
subsequent cost to the 
organisation.” 

Requests are also tak¬ 
ing longer to process 
than the legal time limit 
of 20 working days laid 
down by the Govern¬ 
ment, with 55 of 332 re¬ 
quests, or slightly less 
than a fifth, coming 
back late. 

A total of 11 requests 
were more than two 
months late, while a 
question on the hospi¬ 
tal’s agency staff spend 
took three months, and 
was still not answered 
fully. 

Bonnie Green, from 
watchdog Richmond 
Link, said: “Any public 
body has a duty to re¬ 
spond in one way or an¬ 
other. They certainly 
should not be leaving 
people waiting.” 
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Squatters arrested in police raid 


Police tactics which saw 30 
police officers dressed in riot 
gear arrest six squatters 
for alleged petty crimes have 
been criticised. 

Seven squatters had been 
staying in the old Quakers 
meeting hall in Eden Street 
next door to Primark for a 
fortnight before the raid in the 
early hours of Wednesday, 
November 21. 

Most were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of handling stolen goods 
and fare evasion but have 
since been bailed. 

Myk Zeitlin from the Adviso¬ 
ry Service for Squatters said:

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“These offences would not 
warrant an arrest at lam - it 
does not fit. But these things 
do happen. Riot gear sounds 
particularly heavy going.” 

He said the arrestees may 
have a case to sue police 
if they were arrested 
unlawfully. 

Squatter Nick, 26, said: 
“They got us on bogus charges 
like bike theft. They came in at 
about lam - about 30 of them 
all dressed in riot gear. 

“They boarded the building 


up afterwards but some of us 
managed to get back in to get 
our things. Then we all went 
our separate ways. I am now 
in central London.” 

New squatting laws have 
made it a criminal offence to 
squat in a residential property 
but squatting in a non-resi- 
dential property is seen as a 
civil matter to be dealt with by 
landlords. 

A police spokeswoman said 
the number of officers in¬ 
volved in the arrest of the 
squatters was based on the be¬ 
lieved threat to their safety 
and public law and order. 


She said: “In this instance 
our operational strength was 
based on the fact that local in¬ 
telligence indicated up to 20 
people may have been in the 
premises and we had also re¬ 
ceived reports of the presence 
of dogs. 

“Twelve squatters were, in 
fact, in the building of whom 
six were arrested. Seven of the 
30 officers attending were in 
full protective equipment as is 
standard procedure in such 
operations.” 

Primark was unavailable for 
comment as this newspaper 
went to press.

New Malden will have the newest 
and possibly the borough’s bright¬ 
est Christmas lights this winter 
after an appeal raised thousands of 
pounds for the venture.

much money we have achieved 
something together with the 
community. 

“It has been a very good local 
effort. 

“We are very grateful.” 

Almost 30 businesses, girl guides, 
the New Victoria Hospital and 
members of the public contributed 
to the lights appeal which was 
launched in May this year.

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Mum to sue for negligence 


The mother of a man stabbed 
to death in Oceana says she 
will sue the club over “negli¬ 
gent door staff”. 

The club’s owner Luminar 
is considering appealing to 
try to stop its licence being 
taken away after Jamie “Bul¬ 
let” Sanderson, 20, was 
stabbed to death during a stu¬ 
dent party on October 25. 

But during a licensing hear¬ 
ing last week, Oceana said it 
believed a security lapse had 
allowed a knife into the club 
past the metal detectors. 

Jamie’s mother Carol 
Sanderson, 48, said: “It is a 
joke. My son would still be

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Cat mutilations could 
be linked, say police

Kingston police are looking back 
at the mutilation of a cat last year 
to see if it was killed in the same 
way as a cat whose head was cut 
off in Surbiton last month. 

Police closed the case on an at¬ 
tack on a 19-year-old cat in 
Kingston due to lack of evidence 
but are now studying the death 
again. 

They will look for similarities to 
the attack in Surbiton last month 
and weigh up the evidence before 
deciding whether to pursue an 
investigation. 

Alex, an 11-month-old kitten was 
found decapitated in Iris Close, 

Surbiton, last month. 

Owner Leila Frame was on a 
family holiday in Egypt when an 
unknown neighbour made the dis¬ 
covery, taking the pet to nearby 
Aspen Veterinary Surgery. 

Head vet Peter Melville said the 
injuries suggested body parts were 
cut off by someone using a knife 
rather than during a fight with 
another animal. 

To add to the distress the pet had 
been a final present from Miss 
Frame’s dying mother to her 
seven-year-old daughter Lilly.

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Investigations held into

Kingston Hospital has held a 
series of investigations into 
the deaths of babies in the 
past two years, a Kingston 
Guardian investigation has 
revealed. 

The hospital has produced 
nine serious incident reports 
following infant deaths since 
the beginning of 2010, accord¬ 
ing to the results of a Free¬ 
dom of Information request. 

During that time, during 
which 15,000 babies were born 
and 30 died, a mother is also 
known to have died, though 
the hospital would not reveal 
further details. 

Of the nine deaths, three 
were described as “unexpect¬ 
ed”. Seven came after the 
baby was born, one during 
labour and one was stillborn. 

According to the latest 
statistics Kingston has a 
low stillborn rate of about 
four per 1,000 babies born, 
about half the national aver¬ 
age of 7.9. 

Bonnie Green, of Richmond 
Link, said: “Apparently 
Kingston has one of the low¬ 
est [stillborn rates] in our sec¬ 
tor, which is good news. 


“Some of the deaths are like¬ 
ly to be neonatal and due to 
extreme prematurity, but I do 
not know why they would be 
classed serious incidents.” 

The hospital would not say 
whether any maternity staff 
had been disciplined or 


dismissed as a result of the 
deaths, citing data protection 
to turn down the request. 

The figures follow the case 
of two-day-old Lucy Wood, 
who died as a result of 
“serious failings” by obstetri¬ 
cian Naguib Naguib and 


midwife Tatyana McGill in 
June 2009. 

The hospital was criticised 
earlier this year for failing to 
report the death to the 
coroner’s office, leaving 
Lucy’s distraught parents in 
the dark over her death. 

Neither Mr Naguib nor Miss 
McGill were disciplined over 
the incident, though they no 
longer work at the hospital. 

Eirene Massow, 39, and her 
husband Larry, of Cunliffe 
Road, Stoneleigh, successfully 
sued for clinical negligence 
after their baby Ruby’s death 
at Kingston Hospital on April 
12 last year. 

A spokesman for the hospi¬ 
tal said it had reviewed 
staffing levels to ensure there 
were sufficient midwives to 
provide care for women in 
labour. 

He said: “All pregnancies 
are different and sadly, as 
with any maternity unit, 
there will inevitably be a 
small number of cases that 
will have complications. 

“If there is a death 
within the unit, a thorough in¬ 
vestigation is completed and 
actions are identified 
as necessary to improve 
patient care.” 


Kingston’s street pastors 
have been praised in a 
new report by university 
professors. 

A research study by Dr 
Sylvia Collins-Mayo, ti¬ 
tled Faith in Action: 
Street Pastors Kingston 
Social and Spiritual Im¬ 
pact Project, hailed the 
volunteers as “a force for 
social good” in the town. 

The study was compiled 
through observing night 
patrols, focus groups and 
interviews with volun¬ 
teers and young people 
out in Kingston. 

It hailed Kingston’s 
street pastors for provid¬ 
ing a calming effect on 
young people emboldened 
by alcohol. 


Dr Collins-Mayo wrote: 
“Our study suggests 
[Kingston’s street pastors] 
are indeed a force for so¬ 
cial good in Kingston and 
an important part of the 
collective effort to make 
Kingston town centre a 
safer place to be at night. 

“Many of the interven¬ 
tions street pastors make 
are low level and almost 
domestic in nature, draw¬ 
ing upon the volunteers’ 
experiences or ideas of 
grand/parenting. 

“We cannot know how 
many problems would 
occur in the absence of 
their preventative mea¬ 
sures, but it is reasonable 
to suppose at least some 
would.”

Fake vodka found at 
Mexican restaurant 


A Kingston bar and restaurant has 
had its licence revoked after being 
caught with counterfeit vodka. 

But El Peyote, in Richmond 
Road, will not be closing - after ap¬ 
plying for a new licence under a 
new owner. 

In the same week Oceana was 
stripped of its licence following Oc¬ 
tober’s fatal stabbing, Kingston 
Council also banned the former 
owners of the Mexican restaurant 
from trading. 

An operation by trading stan¬ 
dards officers in September saw 
150 1.51 bottles of fake Smirnoff 
Vodka seized from the premises. 

At a Kingston Council licensing 
sub-committee meeting last 
Thursday, members stripped El 
Peyote owner Ercan Ucar of his

right to run the establishment. 

A report submitted by trading 
standards to the sub committee 
said Mr Ucar, who is believed to 
living in Turkey, did not exercise 
any meaningful control over the 
buying and selling of alcohol. 

Under licensing rules, the restau¬ 
rant has 21 days to appeal the deci¬ 
sion, during which time it is 
allowed to remain open and sell al¬ 
cohol. 

But when the Kingston Guardian 
called El Peyote, new owner Noray 
Tuzetci said he would not be ap¬ 
pealing the decision. 

Instead, the establishment would 
be applying for a new 


licence under his name. 

Mr Tuzetci said: “We are apply¬ 
ing for a new licence and trading 
as normal.” 

Mr Tuzetci said he took over the 
running of El Peyote two months 
ago - after the vodka was seized. 

He said: “We don’t know about it 
[the counterfeit vodka]. 

“It belonged to the previous 
owner, not us.” 

A Kingston Council spokesman 
said: “The decision for El Peyote 
does not take effect until the period 
for appeals passes, 21 days, and if 
they appeal, the decision does not 
take effect until such time as the 
appeal is disposed of. 

“No application has been re¬ 
ceived relating to the premises 
being in new ownership.” 


‘Badly treated’ over street’s ‘rogue tree’ 


A Norbiton resident said his life 
is being made a misery by a 
“rogue tree” that blocks the 
view from his home. 

But Kenneth Chattoe’s re¬ 
quest to uproot a flowering 
cherry tree outside his house in 
Linden Crescent was rejected 
by Kingston town neighbour¬ 
hood committee. 

In full bloom, the 20ft tree, 
planted in 1996, blocks the light 


into his living room, clogs his 
gutters with leaves, interferes 
with overhead phone wires and 
has displaced paving slabs, 
causing a trip hazard. 

Mr Chattoe offered to pay 
£365 for a replacement, but re¬ 
fused to meet the extra £400 
charge for the removal of the 
healthy tree. 

The 75-year-old said: “I feel I 
am being badly treated here. 


Their attitude is not rational. 

“They said it was their policy 
only to remove trees in excep¬ 
tional circumstances. 

“Well these are exceptional 
circumstances.” 

A Kingston Council spokes¬ 
man said it got many requests 
to cut trees down but applicants 
had to meet the cost of replace¬ 
ment and the removal of the old 
one.

Are committees fit for purpose?

Good schools, transport and amenities are key factors 



A new report says Londoners 
and those living in the south 
east are more optimistic 
about the housing market 
prospects than a year ago. 

The report comes from the 
Halifax which says confidence 
in house price prospects is 
significantly stronger than it 
was at the beginning of the 
year. 

The majority of those 
questioned think that any 
house price change over the 
next 12 months will be 
relatively small with two- 
thirds expecting any 
movement to be between +5 
per cent and -5 per cent. The 
average UK house price in 
September 2012 was 0.3 per 
cent lower than in December 
2011, according to the Halifax 
House Price Index. 

Jason Tebb, Your Move’s 
regional managing director 


for London backed up the 
findings saying property in 
Kingston and Surbiton was 
particularly popular with 
buyers. 

He said: “The numbers of 
new applicants have 
remained high in several key 
desirable locations 

throughout south west 
London, most notably in areas 
which attract a transient 
population moving from 
central London areas to the 
suburbs to find value, space, 
and quality of life. 

“Most notable of these areas 
has been the commuter 
friendly hubs of Kingston and 
Surbiton - desirable suburbs 
with excellent transport 
links, quality schools and the 
same shops and amenities as 
those normally associated 
with central London 
postcodes. 


“This comparative value in 
turn drives demand and 
shortens supply and it is this 
effect which has led to a 
return of optimism and 
confidence in the market. 

“These buyers are moving 
for reasons other than just 
purely financial, and it is 
these fundamental life 
changing moves which fuel 
the market. 

“Prices are remaining stable 
and in some instances 
continuing to rise, and the 
best properties are selling 
within days, usually at closer 
to the asking price than had 
been seen in early 2012. 

“The combination of all 
these factors has meant that 
buyer sentiment is the highest 
for some considerable time - 
sellers should be confident 
that at least in these south 
west London areas, their 


property will attract interest 
from some quality applicants 
in good financial positions.” 

Martin Ellis, housing 
economist at Halifax said: 
“Despite some regional 
differences, the general 
improvement in confidence in 
the outlook for house prices 
over the past year reflects the 
relative resilience of the UK 
housing market. 

“Although the weak 
economic climate remains a 
significant constraint on 
housing demand, the low level 
of mortgage payments 
relative to income continues 
to provide support for house 
prices. 

“We expect house prices to 
be broadly unchanged over 
the rest of this year and into 
2013.” 

More than half of those 
surveyed said that one of the 


biggest obstacles to buying a 
home was raising a deposit (58 
per cent) and concerns about 
job security (51 per cent). 

Other obstacles were 


household finances (32 per 
cent) and the general 
availability of mortgages (31 
per cent) as other hurdles to 
home buying.

Almost half of motorists 
believe that traffic stopped at 
an incident should keep a 
lane space free for emergency 
service vehicles, according to 
the latest poll by road safety 
charity the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists. They 
also agree that those who fail 
to get out of the way of an 
emergency vehicle should be 
fined. This approach is being 
trialled in Europe. 

Thirty-five per cent of 
respondents admit that they 
don’t know the current rules 
on how to deal with an 
approaching emergency 
service vehicles. This is 
reflected in the results with a 
quarter of people saying they 
would go through a red light 
to let an emergency vehicle 
through - which is illegal, 
and almost a third have 


entered a bus lane to allow 
access to an emergency 
vehicle which often results in 
fines. 

Forty-four per cent of 
motorists believe that it is 
unfair to prosecute someone 
who crosses a red light to let 
an emergency services 
vehicle through. A further 31 
per cent of people feel that 
this should be made legal. 

But overall, the largest 
group of respondents (41 per 
cent) believe that the law 
should not be changed in 
regards to crossing red lights 
for emergency vehicles. 

It is illegal to enter a bus 
lane during its active hours of 
operation to let an emergency 
vehicle past, and you can be 
fined if you do. Eighty-six per 
cent of motorists believe that 
this is unfair. 


Other results show: 

• 74 per cent of people will 
pull over where possible 
when they see an emergency 
vehicle approaching. 

• Half of motorists would 
not drive through a red light 
if an emergency vehicle 
approached them from 
behind. 

• 82 per cent of people are 
aware that it is illegal to cross 
a red light to let an emerg¬ 
ency services vehicle past. 

Findings reveal that, 
while most people are aware 
of the laws surrounding 
emergency vehicles, around 
half are willing to flout them 
to let the emergency services 
through. 

IAM chief executive Simon 
Best, said: “Fining people for 
pulling into empty bus lanes 
so that life-saving services 


can get through is just 
plain wrong. 

“Most drivers quite rightly 
want to get out of the way. 
Simply catching and 
penalising drivers who break 
the rules to let emergency 
vehicles pass will not serve to 
educate them - people must 
understand the rules to abide 
by them. Road users must be 
on the look-out for 
emergency service vehicles 
and move out of the way 
where possible, but laws have 
been put in place for the 
safety of all road users. 

“Our survey shows clear 
support for more clarity and 
new ways of ensuring police, 
fire and ambulance personne] 
get to incidents with 
maximum speed and 
minimum risk to themselves 
and others.”
